43. (New) The method of claim 42 wherein the a adrenergic antagonist is selected 
from the group consisting of yohimbine, rauwolscine, idazoxan and atepamezole. 

44. (New) The method of claim 36, wherein the pharmaceutically effective amount of 
the guanidine derivative is between about 0.05 mg/kg and about 0.50 mg/kg. 

45. (New) The method of claim 36, wherein the pharmaceutically effective amount of 
the guanidine derivative is about 0.25 mg/kg. 
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46. (New) The method of claim 36, wherein the guanidine derivative is guanabenz 
acetate or a pharmaceutically acceptable derivative thereof and the 
pharmaceutically effective amount is between about 0.05 mg/kg and about 0.50 
mg/kg. 

47. (New) The method of claim 36, wherein the guanidine derivative is guanabenz 
acetate or a pharmaceutically acceptable derivative thereof and the 
pharmaceutically effective amount is about 0.25 mg/kg. 

48. (New) The method of claim 36, wherein the guanidine derivative is an a - 
adrenergic agonist. 
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
